intended— except publicity. 
T he surprising

ed to bp most drastic, th ere is no re ­ 
quirem ent for m aking public th e in­ 
dividual statem ents filed by candi­ 
dates for the senate or th e house of 
representatives. 
P rim ary election 
expense 
state­ 
ments from Senators 
Martin 
and 
Swanson of Virginia, th e first to be 
*iled under the new law, which wTent 
into effect August 19, reached the 
office of Secretary Bennett of the 
senate today. In the absence of Sec­ 
retary Bennett, officials of his office 
declined to make them public. Fol­ 
lowing this declination a careful ex­ 
amination of the new law was made 
and the “ jcker." or oversight, which 
ever it is. was discovered. 
The law requires the filing of in­ 
dividual 
expense 
statements and 
pledges of appointments, but it is ap­ 
parently left to the discretion of the 
secretary of the senate or the clerk 
of the house, as the case may be. to 
decide whether 
these 
statements 
shall be given to the public. 
The publicity law' of 1910 requires 
th a t the expenses of campaign com­ 
mittees “ shall be a part of a public 
record’’ in the office of the clerk of 
the house, “ and shall be open to pub­ 
lic Inspection.’’ 
The statements received from Sen­ 
ators Martin and Swanson wi’l be 
forwarded 
to Secretary Bennett in 
New York. W hat construction he will 
place on the new law is not known. 
It was generally understood here 
during the preparation of the now 
law, amending the act of 1910, that 
the amendments were designed to 
give actual publicity to the individ­ 
ual expenses of candidates for the 
senate or the house.
